Mr. Norris is & member of the house
judiclary comimittee, which] has had
the Kenyon-Sheppard bill under con-
sideration, and bas been present at
most of the various hearings which
bhave been held from time to timde dur
ing the past year. P
“1favor the passage of the biil, and
it seems to me that nobody can bave

|any objestion to it except the boot-

egger and the man who sells him his
Lup." contlased Mr. Norris. It
strikes only at. the illegal seller of
liquor, and fizesno punishment upon
the shipper. It simply sllows the law
of the state to whieh the liquor is
shipped to operate, and allows state
suthorities 10 exercise the right given
them by their state laws to seise the
Hquor if they wish to do so after it
arvives at ita destination before ita de-
livery o the consignees.
“Under the present law fiquor to be
shipped im interstate commerve must
be plainly labelled, und when it is sent
to anyone known to be in the business
illegnlly, everyone can see what it is
when It is taken off the train at the
depot; but so one can take It because
until ita delivery it Is in interstate
commerce and under federal laws mnot
subject 40 selaure. This bill destroys
its interstate character, It fixes no
punishmeat, but if the state law pro-
vides against liguor selling it ean be
seized before delivery, and the state
authorities must then prove that it was
intended for illegal purposes before
they oan conviet,

“The burden of proof is upon the
state or individual seizing the liquor
to show that it has been shipped in
for purposes contrary to law. Any
liquor sold to a licensed dealer cannot
be touched and in no way is the ship-
per of liquor, whether it be consigned
to a licensed dealer or & boot legger,
affected by the provisions of the Ken-
yon-Sheppard bill. — Monday's State
Journal,
